The season has been both notable and peculiar in Chrysanthemum growing; well grown 
commercial varieties, pompons and fine singles have sold well. 

Eastern exhibitions have been fine —both cut flowers and plants, and competition was 
keen; in the Middle West there were fine displays, largely made up from selected commer- 
cial varieties, which are extremely effective in the large vase class, the fifty vases being very 
imposing, but the entries were few in the exhibition classes of collections, although the displays 
set up were of grand size and elegant finish; we hope that another year will find many more en- 
tries in the collections, for these are always of special interest to patrons. 

A notable event of the season was the visit of Mr. W. Wells, of England, to this country to 
attend the Eastern shows, and his trip to Richmond was esteemed a great compliment by our 
firm; his interest in American methods and results, his comparison with the ’mum in England, 
his history of the Wells-Pockett combination, were delightful. 

He found that the Wells-Pockett varieties comprised the great majority of exhibition sorts; 
he was confirmed in his estimate of their superlative value, and he accordingly decided that 
they must be held at a price commensurate with their real worth; this was determined after a 
realization of the fact that these wonderful novelties were bringing no adequate returns for the 
expense of raising and selling them, to his own firm, to the Australian raiser, nor to the Amer- 
ican firms handling them. ‘The set for 1910 is wonderfully fine and will be found absolutely 
necessary by those entering the lists in November.
